The announcement of a stamp collec¬ 
tor that he has for sale about $ 20,000 
worth of the original unused issue of 
the Columbian $2 stamps at $1.75 each 
looks as If Uncle Sam had got the bet¬ 
ter of this little speculation. 

The Alabama statesman who has 
brought in a bill forbidding women to 
wear any article resembling masculine 
clothing. Including bloomers, tights, di¬ 
vided skirts and shirt waists, is rather 
an iconoclast than an old fogy, so much 
have times aud fashions changed. 

Women are going ahead in France. 
The Minister of Fine Arts has submit¬ 
ted to the Chamber of Deputies a pro¬ 
posal to admit women on terms of 
equality with men to the Beaux Arts, 
as they are already admitted to the 
Sorbonne and to the law and medical 
schools.

SHEEP DF LEBANON.

Curious Forcing Process to Fattaa 
Them for Slauchtcr. 

Harry Fenu, the artist, has wrltte* 
for St. Nicholas an account of his visit 
to the famous cedars of I.elm non, 
which place Is also noted for Its silk. 
Mr. Fenn says: Wherever a handful 
of aftrth can lie made to rest upon a 
ledge, there a mulberry plant grows. 
It is a picturesque and thrilling sight 
to see a boy lowered by a rope over the 
precipice, carrying a big basket of earth 
and cuttings of mulberry twigs to plant 
In his hanging garden. The crop of 
leaves, fodder for the worms, is gath¬ 
ered In the same way. By such patient 
and dangerous industry have these 
hardy mountaineers been able to make 
their wilderness of rock blossom Into 
brightly colored silks. Not a single 
leaf is left on the trees by the time the 
voracious worms get ready to spin their 
cocoons, but a second crop conies on 
later, and a curious use is made of 
that. 

The tree owner purchases one of 
those queer big-tailed Syrian sheep, the 
tail of whieh weighs twenty pounds 
when at the full maturity of its fnt- 
ness, and then a strange stuffing pro¬ 
cess begins, not unlike the fattening of 
the Strnsburg geese. When the sheep 
can eat no more the women of the 
house feed It. and it is no uncommon 
sight to see a woman going out to make 
an afternoon call leading her sheep by 
a string and carrying a basket of mul¬ 
berry leaves on her arm. Having ar¬

By 
this means a colony will spring up, and 
other societies will bo formed as the! 
numbers warrant, them. There is one 
drawback, however, and that is the re¬ 
ports of the snows. If my mission proves 
successful, we would wish ground upon j 
which can be raised to advantage corn, : 
wheat and rye. Moreover, we would 
take to breeding cattle, hut from wiiat 
I have already heard the blizzards iu 
this section prove disastrous to such en¬ 
terprises. 

"This may hinder me in selecting 
suitable tracts, but. tho matter may not ;

THE SAN QUENTIN REVOLT. 

The revolt at Sau Quentin prison 
has brought out some peculiar facts and 
has been attended by some rather re¬ 
markable circumstances. 

On the morning when the so-called 
strike began, the astounding spectacle 
was presented of seven hundred con¬ 
victs joining together as one man in a 
stubborn and defiant rofusal to obey 
orders and do the work allotted them. 
This singular fact led naturally to the 
inquiry: How could these 700 men 
act in unison, without some precon¬ 
ceived and prearranged plan; and, 
furthermore, bow could they succeed 
in planning and plotting inside prison 
walls, if prison rules and prison dis¬ 
cipline were properly enforced ? An¬ 
other circumstance brought out is the 
startling fact that a regular traffic in 
opium is carried on inside the prisoD, 
whereby desperate criminals are sup¬ 
plied with this dangerous drug. 
Again, it appears that the prison is 
run more or less as u sort of a show 
place, and is easy of access to any one 
who feels inclined to pay the institu¬ 
tion a visit. A reporter for one of the 
city journals recently mentioned the 
fact that there were ‘100 visitors to San 
(Quentin prison upon one particular 
day. These facts and circumstances 
point directly to one conclusion, and 
that is that the entire system at San 
tjuentin prison is not only lax but 
loose. The San tjuentin prison needB 
overhauling and needs it badly. 


Uigerents would be tecognized with¬ 
out a moment’s delay. Party politics 
cut no figure in this matter whatever. 

With the American people it is purely 
a question as between the perpetuation 
of a monarchy or the establishment of 
another Republic in the Western Hem¬ 
isphere. 

Americans regard the American con¬ 
tinent as the free zone of the world, 
and sincerely believe that kingly rule 
has no rightful place upon this portion 
of the globe. This being the case, we 
see no good reason why either the 
President or Congress should halt or 
hesitate as to the proper course to pur- 
sue with regaid to recognizing the 
Cubans as belligerents. As a free peo¬ 
ple in sympathy with those who are 
striving to establish free government, 
it is onr duty to grant the Cuban pa¬ 
triots this recognition. 



The story recently published by the 
San Francisco Chronicle, regarding 
200 cows belonging to a Millbrae 
dairy, which had been inspected and 
condemned by Health Inspector Good- 
speed, and which were subsequently 
sold to dairymen and butchers in San 
Francisco, is a serious reflection upon 
the integrity of the parties concerned 
and should be investigated by the 
proper authorities. 

If these diseased cows were delivered 
to the fertilizers and destroyed, that 
fact can be very easily shown by the 
agent for the [dairy in question. If 
Health Inspector tioodspeed has been 
deceived, it is his duty to bring the 
facts to light and put the law in motion 
for the punishment of the guilty 
parties. 


HOMILY ON NERVOUSNESS. 


In refusing to interfere in the Dnr- 
rant case. Governor Budd has done 
just what every sensible person ex¬ 
pected him to do. 

Executive interference with the de¬ 
liberate judgment of a court of law is 
justifiable in rare and extreme cases 
only, and in this instance there was 
no reason whatever for such inference. 
No material evidence, or evidence of 
any kind favorable to the condemned 
man, had been discovered The ap¬ 
plicants for Executive interference 
asked the Governor to overthrow the 
judicial settlement in this case, and to 
do this upon the identical issues and 
facts submitted to the court and jury 
upon the trial of the cause. 

In the nature of things, there could 
be no commutation of sentence in this 
case, for if Durrant’s guilt is oonceded, 
then the death penalty is not severe 
enough as a punishment for this mon¬ 
strous crime. If, upon the other hand, 
he is innocent, he should go free. 
Therefore, after consenting to take the 
case under consideration, the Gov¬ 
ernor was, perforce, obliged to either 
pardon Durraut out and out and let 
him go soot free, or permit him to 
hang, by allowing the law to take its 
course. 

Governor Bndd’s decision will be 
approved everywhere as correct, and 
is just what the people expected it 
would be

But nervousness, as expressed by va¬ 
rious well meaning citizens, seems to 
be a certain resentment against noise. 1 
am considering the point from the van¬ 
tage or disadvantage of a layman. Is 
mere noise the cause or simply the evi¬ 
dence of nervousness? That's what I 
want to know. To be clearer, is my re 
noise the creator of nervousness, or is 
the universal complaint of these noises 
merely the evidence of growing nerv¬ 
ousness? Most of the errors of reason¬ 
ing, I believe, are from the confusion of 
cause and effect. 

When a letter carrier suddenly and 
unexpectedly pipes liis thin, shrill whis¬ 
tle up a vibrant hallway and onuses me 
to start, it is easy and natural to say he 
makes me nervous. And when an ele¬ 
vated train, brakes down, approaches a 
station, causing every wheel to scream 
and shriek, it “sets iny teeth on edge,’’ 
and the charge is instantly filed against 
the railroad company of creating nerv¬ 
ous disorders. Whereas, the facts are 1 
was nervous already, and the letter car¬ 
rier’s shrill whistle only demonstrated 
it, and if I had not been a sufferer from 
nervousness the elevated noises would 
simply huve had no effect upon my 
mind whatever. And if I sat down and 
wrote to the newspapers complaining 
against all these manifold noises I 
should only advertise my nervous con¬ 
dition to the whole community. 

I am aware tbut I shall run counter 
to the popular theory when I assert 
that noises have nothing whatever to 
do with nervousness. The nervous per¬ 
son will jump higher and quicker when 
silently approached from the rear, being 
unexpectedly confronted silently iu the 
dark, being suddenly touched by some 
one till that moment unseen or unheard, 
or even prove more nervous under con¬ 
ditions of absolute silence. It can be 
easily demonstrated that a man who 
can sleep like n babe on the line of the 
elevated road will be awakened nt the 
crow of chickens in the country, and 
yet be unable to sleep nt no sounds at 
all. Tlie man who is disturbed by the 
noises of the city is a nervous man who 
would toss all night on a sleepless couch 
in the dead quiet of the country. The 
only reason there is more nervousness is 
because our mode of life creates nervous¬ 
ness. We drink more, smoke more, eat 
more and go the pace generally—and 
then lay it on to noises.—New York 
Herald. 


A Lively Itonuui Sane*. 

Garuiu, the black green sauce of the 
Romans, was a species of universal con¬ 
diment, but its principal use was for 
fish.

The Fur Saul aa « 

Mr. David Starr Jordan, president of 
the Bering sea commission for 1896, 
and George Archibald Clark, secretary 
to the commission, say in The Forum: 

The male fur seal, or ‘' beachmaster, ” 
reaches full maturity at the age of 7 
years. At that time his weight is about 
400 to 600 pounds, being considerably 
heavier when first in from the sea in 
the spring or after feeding in the fall 
than in the intervening period, when 
he fasts on land and grows gradually 
lean and weak. The males vary consid¬ 
erably in color, the general shade being 
black or dark brown, with longer hair 
or bristles of yellowish white. These 
are especially long and numerous on the 
thickened back of the neck, forming the 
so called “wig. ” 

The wigged males have a rough, 
coarse coat, and their skins are without 
market value. The animal makes its 
home on tho rocky shores of the islands 
in large, closely massed bands, forming 
what ore called “rookeries.” It is ex¬ 
tremely gregarious, individuals seldom 
venturing far from the main body while 
on land, though wandering about singly 
in the sea.

Another set of boles Is 
drilled and another shot is fired. 

The drills work by compressed air 
power, the same plan as that in effect 
on the drainage canal being employed. 

Up nliove in the shafthouse where all 
the machinery of the plant is located 
an engine pumps the nlr into a big com¬ 
pressor from which it is sent iu stout 
pipes to the drills. 

The men who work these drills are 
experts, and do their work quickly anil 
systematically. Others, with little or 
no clothing oil, toil desperately with 
sharp adzes, swinging them against the 
clay, loosening it hit by bit. and as each 
man strikes at the tough, unyielding 
mass before him he grunts deeply as 
men do who are chopping down trees. 

Just as steadily as the adzes fall 
against the wall of clay comes the deep, 
rhythmical grunts from the toilers. Just | 
behind them three more men work Ail¬ 
ing the ears with the chunks of clay 
which fall away before the adzes. The 
work is sc hard nud the clay so tena¬ 
cious that the men can work at chop¬ 
ping It but fifteen minutes at a stretch, 
when they fall back and give way to 
the other gang. 

And this is after the clay has been 
blasted, for dynamite is used on Inith 
clay and rock in this tunnel. Pour 
sticks of dynamite at a shot are used 
on the clay ami three or four shots a 
day or made. After the explosion the 
men attack the loosened wall with the 
adzes and thus slowly anil laboriously 
tunnel their way ahead about twenty- 
four feet a day. At night the brick¬ 
layers come and brick up a« much more 
of the bore as has been made l>y the 
miners during the day.
